Committee for the Equal Rights Amendment, and was appointed by
former Illinois Governor James Thompson to the Illinois Martin

Luther King Commission; and

member of the Waukegan Garden Club, a volunteer at the Chicago
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Botanical Garden, a potter, a photographer, and an expert
marksman; she loved playing bridge with her friends and
traveling, especially to Africa; she was a founding member of
the Waukegan Community Players and founding member of the
Waukegan Green Town Gardens; she was a fundraiser for the

Waukegan Symphony Orchestra; and

WHEREAS, In 1949 she married her childhood sweetheart,
Ellis Fuqua, raising 2 children; she tended home and hearth,
and carpooled woodwind qguintets and rifle teams to

competitions; and

WHEREAS, Madeleine Fuqua was preceded 1in death by her
parents, Albert Mackey and Madeleine Givens Mackey; her
husband, Ellis E. Fuqua; her daughter, Nancy Fuqua Erkkila; her
son-in-law, John Erkkilla; and her grandchildren, Thomas J. and

Anne Claire; and
